deaths."

For if the time ever comes when 
ever comes when all the press is corrupt, it won't be the fault 
ed; then all lawyers will be unethical, all doctors will be un- 
reliable, and the government will be in the hands of an- 
archists, 


You can not separate any profession from the rest of 


America, and none but a fool like the Massachusetts senator 
would try it. The press is the most personal profession on 
earthy and if parts of it are in error they will be set right 
from within the profession, not from without. If the time 
ever comes when all the press si corrupt, it won't be the fault 
of newspaper men alone, but the fault of the entire nation. 
America herself will be corrupt—and of what good would a 
government owned press be then? The hour would be over 
for both press and government.

to appoint a deputy to work in a township other than the one in which 
the constable resides. 


Replying, I beg to state that a deputy constable must be an elector 


of the township for which ho is appointed, and he is not authorized to 
serve as a deputy in another township. He'is an officer for the county.

county in the presence of a deputy constable it would be his duty to 
make an arrest, but a constable has no authority to appoint a deputy 
to work in another township.
